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THE TUTTLE FAMILY 


sWILLIAM TurTLe 1s¢ came from England in the ship Planter, in 1635, with 
his wife, Elizabeth, and three children, John, aged 33, Ann, 24 years, and 
Thomas, 3 months. The family remained in Boston until 1639, durinA which 
time two children were born, Jonathan and David. 

WILLIAM removed in 1639 with Davenport, and was one of the first signers 
of the original compact in the formation of the Connecticut Colony. He was 
one of fifteen only in the whole colony who always appears on’ the records 
as Mr., that title being given only to persons of the highest social con 
sideration. He was much employed in public affairs, and was evidently 
very much respected and beloved, His wealth was large for the times. All 
his sons and daughters married into the first families of the day, and 
numerous evidences are extant in the early records of their worth and high 
standing and character, The family, before the emigration, was one of the 
principal ones in Devonshire, members of which during several generations 
occupied the highest offices, being Lord Mayors of Exeter (then second only 
to London in importance) and High Sheriffs of Devonshire.

THE MINER FAMILY RECORD 


Is taken from Cothran's History of Ancient Woodbury. The first who bore 
the name of Miner lived at Mendippe Hills, in Somersetshire, England, and 
died in 1359. The name, with armorial bearings, was given him by King 
Edward, for providing an escort when on his way to enbark for France. His 
name was, it is aid, Bullman, and his occupation a miner. The king honored 
his profession by giving its name to him for a surname, and also giving him 
a coat of arms, described, "Gules a fesse between three plates argent." 

The coat of arms was procured at the Herald office in London by the first 
Thomas Miner of New London, in 1680. 

There is a complete history of the family, from the first Thomas of New 
London back to the first Henry, in 1359, in the possession of J. H. Trum- 
bull, Zsq., of Hartford, Ct., but he objects to its being copied by any 
one, and hence I can give only the name of »HENRY MINER, the founder of 
the family name, in 1359; then of WILLIAM MINER, who died at Chew 
Magna, in England, February 23d, 1585; then #CLEMENT, his son; then 
THOMAS, son of CLEMENT, who was born April 23d, 1608; came to New Eng- 
land in 1630; married Grace, daughter of Walter Palmer, April 23d, 163k. 
THOMAS came with Uohn Winthrop's company to Pequot (New London) and 
settled there in 1646-7, He died in Stonington, October 23, 1690, aged 83, 
Grace, his wife, died the same year, He was a leading man in the settle- 
ment of eastern Connecticut, and is believed to be the ancestor of all 
bearing that name in America.

Republican; a supporter of the administration during 
the rebellion, The last years of his life he withdrew as much as possible 
from the practice of his profession, attending only as counsel, and those 
cases where they would take no refusa3; but devoting his time to farming, 
for which he ever had a passion, He was studious and industrious, de- 
voting all his time to study or his farm when not attending to his 


patients, His life was one of hardship and exposure, obliged often to 
cross the mountains on the east and west of Manchester, in snow and rain, 
at times obliged to leave sleigh, and finally horse, and foot it through 
the deep snow to visit the sick. His life of hardship ended by a stroke 
of paralysis, from which he did not even recover consciousness. He died 
July 23d, 1866, in the 68th year of his age, and the lth of his practice, 
beloved, respected, and esteemed.
